at sea that nearly killed her two sons. 

Sandy Keese said Coast Guard officials initially 
tracked the suspected tanker to New Orleans where paint 
samples were taken, then sent to an FBI lab. Since, there 
has been no word about charging anyone in the ship's 
alleged collision with the Rebecca Nicole, a 45-foot dragger 
manned by her sons Bob and Andy Keese and Andy's 
fiancee, Alane Inman, and Ken Watt. All of the crew live 
in Chatham and the Keese brothers once lived in Roches- 
ter. 

According to Ms. Keese, the incident occurred 
about 17 miles southeast of Chatham and caused about 
$30,000 worth of damage to the fishing boat owned by 
Bob Keese. The tanker, after striking the boat kept going. 
The tanker was described as being 50-feet tall and 300-feet 
long by Bob Keese. The fishing boat is in a shipyard in 
Fairhaven being repaired, Keese said. 

"The Coast Guard would not disclose the identity 
of the tanker,'' Ms. Keese said. "By now it has left New 
Orleans and chances of it being brought back to the 
United States for a hearing are slim, if any." 

Ms. Keese said the issue is being pursued by 
Congressman Barney Frank's office because the Coast 
Guard's response to it has been slow and noncommittal. 
She said her sons were lucky to survive the collision 
which occurred shortly after 6:00 pm. At the time, the 
boat's engine had overheated, forcing the crew to stop 
and make repairs. The ship was clearly visible and could 
be seen bearing down on them.

Bob Keese managed to get the boat's engine going 
and moved it enough to avoid being sliced in half by the 
tanker. The ship hit the side of the boat. Fortunately, the 
strike was above the water line. Keese said he heard a 
radio message being transmitted in a foreign language 
just after the ship and boat made contact. 

"What this means is that if you are a fishing boat 
in the shipping lanes, then you can get run over by a 
foreign boat and they can get away with it/' Keese said. 
"No one was in the wheelhouse of the ship." 

Ms. Keese said she is trying to get legislation 
passed that would move the shipping lanes further out 
and put an American pilot aboard the vessels flying a 
foreign flag. She is angered by the Coast Guard's policy of

investigating such a collision and then assigning blame to 
both parties. According to her, this is similar to assigning 
blame to the driver of a car hit by another car that ran a 
stop sign. 

Keese's boat was the first he owned, although he 
has been fishing commercially since he was 14 years old. 
Luck was with him following the crash, not only with the 
hole being above the water line, but also with being able 
to reach his father, Robert, by cell phone when the boat 
came within range. His father called the Coast Guard 
which guided the boat in through some shoals. 

The incident brings to midn the tragedy of the 
Maine fishing boat, Starbound, which was struck by the 
M.T. Virgo, a Cypriot flagged ship. Three crew members 
aboard the fishing boat drowned and the Russian crew 
aboard the Virgo was arrested by Canadian authorities at 
the request of the U.S. Coast Guard. The collision took 
place off Massachusetts. The Virgo was seized in New- 
foundland in August 2001. Three Russian sailors were 
held since that time and recently allowed to return home. 
A Russian ambassador said his government will do its 
utmost to have the trio return to Canada for trial. 

However, Ms. Keese is not optimistic that will 
occur and less optimistic that anyone will be charged in 
the recent incident involving her sons. 

Lieutenant Josh Pennington of the Coast Guard 
Marine Safety Office declined comment on the matter and 
referred the writer to Lieutenant Commander James 
McLaughlin, who said that the paint samples are being

analyzed at the FBI lab in Quantico, VA. However, he said 
that he could not release information on what type of flag 
the tanker was flying. As to tracking it down, McLaughlin 
said the Coast Guard would do so if the samples matched. 

"We can take action here if the vessel comes to 
American waters on a regular schedule,'' McLaughlin 
said. "We will be able to track it down." 

Bob Keese said he had negative feelings about the 
Coast Guard's inquiry, especially as it pertained to 
himself. One Coast Guardsman told him that he should 
have taken a navigation course and that he didn't know 
the rules of the road (sea), Mr. Keese said. 

His mother scoffed at this, saying the fishermen 
don't need safety courses. It is the large ships, flying 
foreign flags, unfamiliar with local waters, that are in 
need of safety courses and /or American pilots. 

She pointed to the disappearance of the fishing 
boat Patricia Marie off Provincetown and the Coast 
Guard's refusal to acknowledge that the sinking could be 
the result of a boat/ ship collision. She believes this is the 
fate of many small boats lost at sea.

diversity of someone with children in the schools. But he 
also felt Mr. Silva was equally qualified. 

Everyone then questioned why the town's by- 
laws required a representative from each geographic area 
in town to serve on the FinCom — a requirement which 
predated everyone present. They suggested this by-law 
might be changed in the future to better accommodate 
anyone interested in serving on the FinCom. 

With that, the joint members unanimously voted 
to appoint Mr. Silva to the FinCom to fill the vacant seat. 

The joint members next considered appointing a 
representative to the Old Colony Regional Vocational 
Technical High School Committee. The sole applicant, 
Blanche Perry, was seeking reappointment and has served 
for many years on the committee. With that, the board 
unanimously voted to reappoint Ms. Perry to the Old 
Colony School Committee. 

At 7:20 pm the board met with Conservation 
Commission (ConCom) Chairman John DeMello regard- 
ing a proposed grant application to replace outflow pipes. 
"This is one of 18 spots in town which has restrictions on 
saltmarshs,'' he said. "The other reason is the Water 
Department wants to abandon (the old pipes) and put 
new ones in." 

"We've applied for grant funding ... (from the 
National Resources Conservation Services)," Mr. DeMello 
said, "and we're providing in-kind services." The applica- 
tion is seeking $15,000 for the project. 

The board unanimously voted to allow Mr. 
DeMello to apply for the grant on the ConCom' s behalf. 

"At this time I'd (also) like to thank the board, 
because we've got a (Conservation Agent) that's up and 
running," Mr. DeMello said. 

The board next voted to grant permission to hold 
Square Dances at the Town Wharf on various weekly 
dates from June 28 through August 23, 2003.

8:15 pm in the cafe tor ium of Memorial School by Town 
Moderator Greenwood Hartley having noted the pres- 
ence of an overwhelming quorum of some 393 registered 
voters. 

The record-attendance Town Meeting was de- 
layed while Mr. Hartley debated on whether or not to 
hold the proceedings in the school cafetorium, which had 
reached its legal capacity limit. With another 20 odd 
voters still waiting to gain entrance at 8:00 pm, Mr. 
Hartley and town officials worked to squeeze the capacity 
crowd in to avoid rescheduling the Town Meeting to the 
following night at the larger Old Colony Regional Voca- 
tional Technical High School. 

After shuffling people around and adding more 
chairs — with able assistance from the Rochester Boy 
Scouts — Mr. Hartley managed to fit the last of the 
registered voters on the stage while asking non-voters and 
the press to stand in the school's front foyer. With every- 
one finally settled in, the meeting proceeded with the first 
of five articles on the warrant and the reason why every- 
one had come: to decide whether the town wanted to 
allocate $1.75 million (amended from $1.95 million) to 
purchase conservation restrictions on 780 acres (amended 
from 800 acres) of land known as Eastover Farms. 

Steve Sloane of The Trustees of Reservations 
made a brief presentation to voters on the so-called 
Eastover Farms Preservation Project. Mr. Sloane explained 
that the article allocation had been reduced by $200,000 
because members of the extended Hiller family who own 
the property decided to remove 20 acres of land from 
consideration. 

Of the total estimated 1,050 acres of land owned 
by the Hiller family, Mr. Sloane said these 780 acres (380 
in Rochester and 400 in Marion) would be preserved from 
future development. "The reason we scaled back was 
because of the cost,'' he said. "(The family) is retaining (20

acres of) developable land/' However, he added that the 
owners said they didn't express any intention of immedi- 
ately developing these 20 acres. 

He went on to explain that the town would not be 
purchasing the property outright — instead, it would 
remain privately owned and continue as a functioning 
farm, but the town would hold conservation restrictions 
in perpetuity 

"The residences and barns will remained owned 
by the Hillers,'' Mr. Sloane said. "We are acquiring the 
conservation restrictions, which would be perpetual from 
owner to owner." 

As for the actual cost of the project to taxpayers. 
Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman Michael Costa 
said they planned to take out a 20-year bond at an esti- 
mated cost of $134,000 a year which would translate to 
about $64 per $200,000 of valuation. Using the current 
"conservative" interest rate of 4.5 percent, Mr. Costa said 
a total of $2.6 million would be borrowed over the 20-year 
period. Residents could expect to see the first spike on 
their November 2004 tax bills.

"By spreading the cost out over a 20-year period 
of time, the burden is shared by all those who are going to 
enjoy it,'' Mr. Costa said. 

The alternative, according to Mr. Costa, would 
result in the development of the property which could 
yield some 34 potential house lots on the buildable 
uplands. Mr. Costa said it costs about $6,400 each year 
alone to put a student through Rochester schools, not to 
mention the expected increase in other municipal services 
— and all these added costs would continue beyond the 
20-year period. 

"There's a cost associated with buying this land, 
but there's a cost associated with not buying the land, 
too," Mr. Costa said. "It's going to cost all of us more than 
$64 a year ... and it's not going to stop after 20 years." 

Planning Board member Arnie Johnson also 
cautioned that "the town doesn't have any good zoning 
laws on the books right now to protect these lots from 
being cut up," which would mean someone could readily 
develop and subdivide the property if this article didn't 
pass. 

Residents, for the most part, seemed to support 
the concept of preserving what many called "a landmark" 
portion of open space for Rochester and voters spent the 
better part of an hour asking pertinent questions about 
the related costs and liability to the town. 

Others were concerned about the immediate cost 
and the danger of setting a precedent in town for bailing 
out farmers. Resident Antonio Sol, a pig farmer who 
identified himself as a "garbologist," questioned how the 
purchase of this property could be considered under the 
state's Agricultural Preservation Act, which he was under 
the impression was established to benefit "food for 
animals." 

"What does that land consist of?" Mr. Sol asked. 
"You can't eat horses, or hay, or stone walls."

Mr. Sloane, however, explained that the property 
fits the broader definition of agriculture, with much of the 
land serving to graze horses and cultivate cranberries. 

Resident Frank Cabral, who owns "a little 18-acre 
farm under (a conservation restriction),'' also admitted he 
hated to see any farm go down. ''But everytime a farm 
goes down, is the town going to pick it up?" he asked. 
"Eventually, I'm not going to be able to stay here with all 
the spending (we do)." 

After a motion to "move the question" passed 400 
to 1, Mr. Hartley asked residents to vote in favor of 
ARTICLE 1, to allocate $1.75 million to preserve the 780 
acres known as Eastover Farm, with a show of hands. The 
article passed with overwhelming support, 377 to 16. 

Voters will now have to approve a debt exclusion 
question at the polls on the April 9 Annual Town Election 
ballot to authorize borrowing the $1.75 million bond. 

Town Meeting voters also unanimously ap- 
proved: 

• A transfer of $5,000 to increase Article 6, Line 
Item 6-7 of the June 7, 1999 Annual Town Meeting to 
upgrade the computer system used by the Board of 
Assessors (ARTICLE 2);

My cat cries for food and then when I open a new can, she 
sniffs it and walks away. She drives me crazy, what can I 
do? 

Cats that eat canned food develop finicky eating hab- 
its and produce much more tartar on their back teeth 
than cats that eat dry food alone. Make the dry food 
available and try phasing out the canned food over a 
few weeks. 

I'm afraid that my male cat will develop a urinary obstruc- 
tion if I feed him dry food. Are there any dry foods that are 
safe for male cats? 

Generally speaking premium cat foods such as lams 
and Science Diet are excellent dry cat foods that are 
readily devoured by most cats. There are also a num- 
ber of urinary formula cat foods that are sold in gro- 
cery stores that may help prevent urinary obstruc- 
tions.

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Scooby Gang

Dreamcatcher. Starring Morgan Freeman, Thomas Jane, and 
Jason Lee. Directed by Lawrence Kasdan. Running time: 134 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

As long as you don't expect it to make much sense, Dreamcatcher 
is a bright spot of silliness in unsilly times. From what I gather, quite 
a bit of the Stephen King book has gotten lost in the translation; I 
haven't read it, so I was free to enjoy the movie as a creature feature 
involving, among other things, slimy, toothy worms that issue forth, 
in a crescendo of blood and gas, from their victims' recta. My taste in 
horror movies, I admit, is low and shabby enough for this bizarre 
detail to have won me over, though the film has nothing else 
comparably entertaining up its sleeve. I wonder what director 
Lawrence Kasdan, who made such high-toned dramas as Grand 
Canyon and The Accidental Tourist, was thinking about as he set up the 
scene with the alien in the toilet. 

King likes to assemble a group of (male) friends haunted by their 
childhoods — see Stand by Me and It — and Dreamcatcher is no 
exception. Four guys — Henry (Thomas Jane), Beaver (Jason Lee, 
whose career has definitely led up to playing a guy named Beaver), 
Jonesy (Damian Lewis), and Pete (Timothy Olyphant) — head up to 
a remote cabin in snowy Derry, Maine, as they've done every year for 
the last twenty years. The area, it so happens, is under paramilitary 
quarantine; rogue commander Curtis (Morgan Freeman) is trying to 
isolate and destroy a vicious race of galactic visitors, though decades 
of E.T. hunting have left him a few pennies short of a dollar. This is 
a heartening return to villainy for Freeman — let's not forget his 
breakthrough role as a heartless pimp in 1987's Street Smart. But 1987 
was a long time ago, and Freeman, working against dozens of noble 
past performances, just seems more irritable than usual. 

The four guys have telepathic gifts, passed on to them by a 
retarded kid they once saved from bullies. Sometimes these gifts 
manifest themselves in interesting forms, as when Jonesy "calls" 
Henry on a handgun borrowed from ambivalent soldier Tom 




Sizemore. In what immediately became one of my all-time favorite 
mainstream forays into the surreal, the gun actually rings, and Henry 
chats away into it. And if you want first-class deadpan comedic 
genius, check out Tom Sizemore' s blandly inflected response after 
the call is done: "Give me back my gun." I also enjoyed Jason Lee's 
nervous-tic characterization of Beaver, who scoops peanut butter out 
of the jar with his finger and is never without a toothpick between his 
teeth; while sitting on that toilet lid to keep the alien confined. Beaver 
must reach perilously to the floor for one of the few spilled toothpicks 
that isn't floating in anal gore. Call me crude — I have to love a scene 
of suspense built around fallen toothpicks and a toilet monster. 

Dreamcatcher eventually collapses under a barrage of exposition. 
The grown retarded kid, "Duddits" (Donnie Wahlberg), turns up to 
participate in the finale, carting his Scooby-Doo lunchbox and stuffed 
Scooby-Doo doll. Dreamcatcher is a Warner Bros, movie, as was last 
year's Scooby-Doo, so Ihaveno idea whether King's book was similarly 
Scoobified or this is simply the most blatant cross-marketing ever. 
Perhaps King's book also explains why the alien who takes over 
Jonesy' s body is known as Mr. Gray and speaks with an English 
accent, or what happens to all the alien-infected people quarantined 
in Derry, or why the recesses of Jonesy's mind look like an overstuffed 
library archive (complete with X-rated fantasies filed by year). In fact, 
the more I think about this loud, confusing, borderline terrible, but 
cheesily enjoyable movie, the more I want to read the book. Just 
please don't tell me the book doesn't have any toilet monsters.
